A small increase in our enrollment is noted for the current 
year despite the fact that several pupils from Londonderry 
Depot have enrolled in the new school on South Elm Street, 
Manchester. The increase in a six year period amount to 
over 50% both in total and actual enrollment as of Jan. 31.

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Such an increase is unusual and is ample proof of the 
wisdom of the district’s building program. If continued it 
will place the district in a serious school housing situation 
in a few years. 

The district fortunately had little change in professional 
personnel. The resignation of Mrs. Schnare, late in the 
summer, necessitated one replacement. Mrs. Sylvia 
Edmunds, a teacher of some experience in England, 
brought to the school an unusual background for this area. 
All the other teachers returned. This stability of staff is 
a distant advantage to the school for the adjustments of 
teachers and pupils are minimized.. 

Teacher supply at the elementary level is still a problem. 
Enrollments still are on the increase and the supply of 
trained personnel has not yet reached the point where it is 
approaching adequacy. The necessity of maintaining a pro- 
gram of adequate salaries to attract and retain good teachers 
is self evident. 

There is also need to provide adequate books and supplies. 
These items, from a budgetary point of view are compara- 
tively a small part of the financial problem. They constitute 
however the tools of the teacher. It is apparent that a most 
effective teaching job can be done when the teacher is 
supplied with adequate tools. 

The reading field is adequately supplied. Other areas are 
approaching adequacy. With the development of supple- 
mentary libraries for each classroom the problem will be 
nearing a temporary solution. The need to keep adequate 
text and supplementary materials by a program of constarit 
additions to available supplies is almost axiomatic. 


The attendance of teachers at extension courses offered 
in the area is an evidence of their desire to improve their 
teaching techniques. In addition the services of experts in 
special areas such as reading and art have been obtained 
to enable teachers to improve at no expense their skills in 
these areas. Such a program of in-service training is evi- 
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dence of a sincere desire on the part of teachers to provide 
the best possible education for the children of the district. 

As was stated in last year’s report the need of improve- 
ment in the field of penmanship is evident. The schools of 
the union are using the Rinehart Functional Handwriting 
System. The main emphases are neatness, legibility and 
letter forms. The pupils profit immeasurably from a syste- 
matic presentation with supervision of experts in the field. 
The cost of such a service is less than a cent a day per pupil. 


FINANCE 


Administration 


This area shows a slight increase of $51.02. The method 
of allocating the expenses in this area is now statutory. 
District Officers’ Salaries is the only controllable item at 
the local level. 


Instruction 


An increase of $995.18 is estimated here. The whole of 
the increase is in the teachers’ salary item. 


Auxiliary Activities 


This area shows an estimated increase of $804.64. 
Decreases in elementary tuition and special activities are 
counterbalanced by increases in high school tuition and 
transportation. High school tuition is beyond control. The 
legal responsibility of the district is $252.04. No receiving 
high school is charging this rate. It therefore becomes 
necessary to meet this obligation. The transportation of 
elementary pupils falls into the same category. 


Fixed Charges 


The increase in this area is found in both items. Insur- 
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ance is increased to cover the building more adequately. 
Retirement charges are statutory. 

The whole increase in the operating budget is $2,099.25. 
A. decrease in the charge for debt service of $112.50 plus 
$50 less in new equipment makes the net change in the 
budget an increase of $1,936.75. 


Revenue 


In a legislative year revenue is difficult if not impossible 
to estimate. The action of the legislative body in connection 
with state aid determines the amount of revenue at a local 
level from the state. Because of this the revenue is held at 
last year’s level despite the new program which has been 
introduced at the state level. 

It is a pleasant task to work where all are concerned with 
the successful operation of the schools. School board, 
teachers, pupils, parents and citizens are constantly striving 
to improve facilities so that the learning situation is more 
conducive to individual progress. Such cooperation is 
appreciated and will mean better schools for all.

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REPORT OF P.T.A. 


The hot lunch program has been in operation since 
Dec. 4. It has been highly successful, due to the splendid 
cooperation of the Superintendent of Schools, School Board, 
the committee of the P.T. A. and all individual members 
of this organization which to date includes all the teachers, 
and over 100 parents and friends interested in the welfare 
of our children. Under the competent direction of Mrs. 
Robert Currie, assisted by Mrs. Chester Searles, five 
menus have been used which have met nutritional require- 
ments of the state dietitian. Although the P. T. A. has stood 
ready to assist financially, the project has been self support- 
ing. An average of 144 meals are served each day. The 
P.T. A. has assumed the expense of meals for 12 under- 
privileged children. Most supplies are purchased in town 
at considerable savings, and some surplus commodities are 
furnished by the U. S. Department of Agriculture. Three 
tomato and apple canning bees were held during the summer 
with generous contributions of materials and time by towns- 
people. We hope to repeat these this year, and to add corn, 
and other vegetables, and tomato catchup to the list. More 
glass canning jars are needed. The entire program has 
had generous support of the townspeople, and we wish to 
thank everybody and beg your continued support.
